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THE H-BOMB BAN DEBATE 
Adlai Stev enson is repeating his call for 
a ban on H-bomb tests in the ev ident 
earnest conv iction that this would be a 
major contribution to peace. 
In the heat of a political campaign it is 
not easy to ex amine such an issue free of 
partisanship. But the by standers must 
try , because the question is v ital. 
To begin, the suspension of H-bomb or 
A-bomb tests would not eliminate the 
threat of nuclear warfare, since both the 
United States and the Sov iet Union now 
hav e 
substantial 
stockpiles 
of nuclear 
weapons. 
Nor would such suspension, in America’s 
case at least, tend to limit the dev elopment 
of nuclear dev ices at a point short of the 
biggest imaginable bombs. According to 
U. S. atomic authorities, we are already 
satisfied we can ex plode a bomb of any 
size that could be deliv ered to a target. 
We hav e been refining and fashioning 
nuclear weapons of smaller ty pe. 
Some of these weapons are of tactical 
nature, designed for use by ground forces. 
Others are being tried with the idea of con­ 
fining fall-out within a limited area.

COMMUNISM AND CORRUPTION 
In the 19 52 Campaign, the Repu blicans devoted 
themselves to an attack on Commu nism and Cor­ 
ru ption and made qu ite a go of it. They attacked 
the Tru man Administration for being soft on 
Commu nists and for permitting corru ption. 
In the 19 56 Campaign, these two su bjects are 
avoided by both parties, with the small ex ception 
that Harry Tru man dragged into it his private red 
herring, Alger Hiss, and the Democrats have been 
su ggesting rather mildly that the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration was corru pt in the Dix on-Yates m at­ 
ter, bu t no bill of particu lars is offered. There is 
also the su ggestion that the administration of 
Illinois is more corru pt than u su al, bu t then Adlai 
Stevenson, when he was Governor of Illinois, had 
his problems, too. Irf a word, on the su bject of cor­ 
ru ption nobody wants to get into the situ ation of 
the pot calling the kettle black. 
As for softness on Commu nism, it is impossible 
to make comparisons. However, when Harry Tru ­ 
man was President, Congressional committees had 
the working assistance of the Department of Ju s­ 
tice, particu larly when James P. McGranery was 
Attorney General. It was the tou ghest period for 
Commu nists in the United States and it was the 
cooperation of Congressional committees with the 
Department of Ju stice and the FBI which broke 
the back not only of the Commu nist Party bu t 
also of the “front movements” that have done 
more damage to the United States than the 
Party itself by developing confu sions from which 
this cou ntry is still su ffering. That cooffcration 
between the Department of Ju stice and the Con­ 
gressional committees has not been continu ed 
du ring the Eisenhower Administration. 
Althou gh it was Harry Tru man who wrote the 
letter in 19 48 which closed Ex ecu tive files to Con­ 
gressional committees, his Administration was not 
as rigid in its attitu de on this qu estion as the 
Eisenhower Administration has been. As a m at­ 
ter oi fact, it mu st be said that while James P. 
McGranery was Attorney General, the Com­ 
mu nists and racketeers had the tou ghest time 
that they had known in this cou ntry and the 
FBI had the strongest administrative su pport that 
it had known since Harlan Stone was Attorney 
General. Whereas Harry Tru man did speak that 
silly line abou t Alger Hiss being a red herring, it 
mu st be admitted that his Administration did a 
good job in the battle against Commu nism. 
Of cou rse, Stevenson cannot inherit either Tru ­ 
man’s virtu es or fau lts and no one can foretell 
what Stevenson’s attitu de will be toward the con­ 
tinu ed investigation of su bversives by Congres­ 
sional committees. His history opens no windows 
to that. Bu t it can be said that the Eisenhower 
Administration, while it takes credit for the de- 
j crease in the membership of the Commu nist 
Party, cannot be regarded as tou gh on fellow-

son to teach children.”

Now the issu e that can be 
raised before the Su preme Cou rt 
is whether, based on su ch ex ­ 
periences as in Lou isville, the 
children.of the majority grou p— 
the whites in that case—aren t 
being deprived of equ al edu ca­ 
tional opportu nities solely be­ 
cau se of enforced integration of 
stu dents’ and teachers. 
When 
the cou rt departed from legal 
grou nds and entered the realm 
of psychology and sociology as 
a basis for overtu rning a historic 
decision, it was inevitable that 
more controversy wou ld arise 
over what is or is not a good 
qu ality of edu cation in America s 
pu blic schools.

1917, was adjudged a perfect 
game after exam ination of the 
records'.

The Grea test Pitching Perfo rma nce in Histo ry 
Play bo y Larsen Was All Business in Histo ric Series Win 


Brookly n, Oct. 9 <,P> 
A hundred and fifty y ears from now, and 
a hundred and fifty more, baseball fans will speak in awe of a 
tall, easy -going Scandinavian named Don Larsen who pitched the 
first perfect baseball game in the World Series. 
W hat about this fellow’, Larsen? 
“He loves his fun,” say s a New York Yankee team m ate. “I don’t 
guess he’s one for keeping training and observing curfews. But 
he’s one heck of a pitcher when he wants to be.” 
"H e’s been ty ped as strictly a play boy ,” say s a baseball w riter 
who travelled with the team all y ear. "You get the idea he is a 
wild roustabout who goes around busting up beer joints. T h at’s 
not so at all. He has a devil-may -care attitude. He's really a swell, 
friendly guy .. 
‘‘J ust an o v ergro wn bo y ,” say s Bill Do Witt, assistant to Yankee 
general manager Geo rge Weiss. De Witt held the same po st with 
the St. Lo uis Bro wns, who first signed Larsen. 
"This fello w is a go o d pitcher,” say s Casey Stengel, the Yankee 
manager. “ Wo nderful equipment and po tentiality . 1 alway s felt he 
co uld do it if he set nis mind to it.” 
On a chilly , windy Mo nday , Oct. 8 , 19 56 , Do n Larsen set his 
mind to it—and made baseball histo ry . 
Twenty -seven members of Brookly n's fence-wrecking forces 
walked to home opiate at Yankee Stadium . Twenty -seven promptly j 
walked back to the dugout—victim of Don’s blazing fast ball and 
tricky slider. 
It was the first no-hit, no-run game in World Series history . 


Larsen dem onstrated a bit of his complex personality later j 
when, pale and breathless, he answered machinegun questions of 
his Herculean pitching feat. 
‘‘I’m no t much o f a pray er man,” he said. ‘‘But I kept asking 
so mebo dy up there to help me get thro ugh this. My knees go t so 
weak in the ninth inning I tho ught I was go ing to faint.” 
Then so mebo dy asked him what he planned to do that ev ening. 
“ What I do ev ery ev ening,” he said. “ I’ll hav e a co uple o f beers 
and go to bed.” 
Larsen is 27, good-looking and crew-cut. He looks y ears y oung­ 
er. On the road, he rooms with Rip Coleman, y oung Yankee pitcher. 
He likes his beer. He is a comic book fan. 
During spring training last April, Larsen drove his automobile 
into a tree at 5 o’clock one morning, suffering no phy sical damage 
but getting involved with the traffic court. 
Every body expected Casey Stengel to crack down on his "prob­ 
lem child.” But Casey called Don into his office, gave him a strong 
dressing down and then sent him out on the field to do wind 
sprints. They were the only punishment. 
“Casey likes L a re n,” a Yankee said. "His two favorites are 
Larsen and Billy M artin. I think it’s because they ’ve got a little | 
d^vii in them .” 
Until he pitched the greatest W orld Series game of all-time, 
Larson’s m ark in baseball had been an undistinguished one. 
He was a crack baseball and basketball play er at San Diego 
High Scho o l—hav ing mo v ed with his family fro m Michigan City , 
Ind.—when he was signed by the Bro wns after graduatio n in J une, 


19 47 . The sco ut was Art Swartz and bo th De Witt and Larsen 
agree o n the price Do n receiv ed fo r signing. “ I go t no thing,” Lar­ 
sen said. 
He pitched 1947 and 1948 with Aberdeen. Kansas, in the N orth­ 
ern League, moved to Springfield of the Class-B Three-I League 
in 1949 but was sent down to Globe-Miami of the Texas-Arizona 
League because of a sore arm. 
There he play ed outfield and for a period it appeared he m ay 
never become a pitcher a t all. 
His tour of minor league duty included W ichita in the W estern 
League and W ichita Falls of the Big S tate (1950) and San Antonio 
of the Texas League (1951-52) before he moved to the big leagues 
with the Browns in 1953. He was Browns property when the fran­ 
chise moved to Baltimore. 
He won only seven games in 1953 and only three in 1954, while 
establishing the dub'ous record of 21 defeats in 1954, the season s 
high. 
Larsen was v irtually an unkno wn pawn in the big 18 -play er 
trade between the Yankees and Baltimo re No v . 18 , 19 54. The big 
man in the deal was fast-baller Bo b Turley , who was listed as a 
po ssible Yankee starter to day in the six th W;o rld Series game. 
Don was ineffective in 1955, being sent down to Denver, but he 
was called back in time to win eight of the nine finishing games 
in the New’ York pennant stretch. He was equally effective in the 
late rush this y ear. 
“He’s got it,” is Casey Stengel's sage sumup, "it’s just a ques­ 
tion of w hether he’ll use it.”
